under all other types of policies (except Workers Compen- 
sation) will be temporarily suspended. In addition, 
according to the court order issued by the Common- 
wealth Court of Pennsylvania entered on March 28, 2002, 
'All court actions, arbitrations, mediations currently or 
hereafter pending against all insured of Legion ... are 
stayed for 90 days from the date of the order or such 
additional time as the Rehabilitator may request/" 

"These orders would appear to apply to the Paul 
Lopes vs. Town of Mattapoisett matter," Mr. Murphy said. 
"If it is determined that Legion cannot be rehabilitated, it 
is our understanding that the Pennsylvania Insurance 
Commissioner would petition the Court for a liquidation 
order (which would) ... trigger the Massachusetts Insurers 
Insolvency Fund to handle new and existing claims. 
Eligible claims would be covered up to the insurance 
policy limit ... for other than Workers Compensation 
claims, the Fund has a limit of $300,000 for each covered 
claim that includes return premium." 

Mr. Murphy said this was "truly an unfortunate 
situation," and that it was extremely rare for an insurance 
carrier once bearing an "A" rating to become insolvent 
within 60 days. Much of this can be attributed, he said, to 
the high number of claims filed in the aftermath of the 
September 11 tragedy. 

"Normally, you'd (first) see a drop from A- to 
B+," he said. "There were 24 insurance companies which 
failed in 2001 ... I think September 11 exasperated the 
situation. (But) we are diligently working to replace the 
coverage on those affected lines as quickly as possible." 

When asked by Chairman Lambalot when the 
town can expect to have a new carrier in place, Mr. 
Murphy said he hoped to have news soon. 

"They expect to make an announcement within 
the next two weeks as to whether a replacement carrier 
will be in place," Mr. Murphy said. "Right now, there are

not a lot of carriers out there interested in the municipal- 
ity business. (For now,) the coverage that you have is still 
in effect ... it's just that they've temporarily suspended 
claim payments/ 7 

Given the recent federal court decision in the Paul 
Lopes vs. Town of Mattapoisett case, and the fact that the 
town has a pending judgment against them, Mr. Murphy 
said that claim payment would likely take precedence. 
"We can always make a request to elevate something to 
the top of the pile/ 7 he said. "I can't comment as to what 
the rehabilitator will do — it's at her discretion/ 7 

Under the Selectmen's Discussion, the board next 
discussed their Summer Meeting Schedule, in which they 
traditionally meet every other week, beginning in June. 
Chairman Lambalot suggested they meet on Monday, 
June 3 and alternate every other week during the summer 
months.

with their engineers, Vanasse Hangen & Brustlin, have 
updated the cost estimates for the aforementioned project. 
Mr. Kelleher said "the scope of this project has grown 
since 1997 when the Bike Path Committee requested 
enhancement funds for this project. I believe the recom-

According to his letter, VHB has established 
construction costs to be a base of $1.4 million. This figure 
is within normal escalation of costs for the original 1997 
request for $880,000.

Mr. Kelleher wrote. 

Further, Mr. Kelleher has outlined the Town of 
Mattapoisett 7 s 10 percent overmatch requirements for the 
project. This includes costs for right of way takings, legal, 
real estate appraisals and the like. The value for these is 
$311,500. Mr. Kelleher cited the two articles which have 
already been passed for the Bike Path allocating $70,000 in 
funds. "The total to proceed with this project for the 
average taxpayer with a $200,000 house is a $62 one time 
tax, 77 he said. 

The YMCA 7 s alternative of the by-pass route over 
the 800-foot boardwalk is noted in the estimates by VHB, 
however, the costs for such an alternative would be raised 
and built privately, and therefore are not included in the 
cost analysis.

door to talk to residents about the impact of the project in 
relation to their property. There will also be pre-construc- 
tion meetings to determine where they will begin the 
project. 

The second project update was the Buzzards Bay 
Water Conservation Project, or the Crescent Beach Project. 
Phase I for the project is underway with bids for the job 
opened on Monday April 22. Another 280 homes will be 
affected by this phase of the project. Again, preliminary 
bids are showing the estimated costs to be well below 
their expectations. Once a bidder is selected, they hope to 
begin the project mid to late June, with it taking approxi- 
mately 18 months to complete. 

Mr. Nicholson acknowledged it is a busy neigh- 
borhood, particularly in the summer, so they will only 
allow the contractor to work in certain areas at certain 
times of the year. For instance, in the summer months the 
side streets will be worked on, and the main streets will 
be completed in the fall. Notification will be sent out to 
residents when the project is ready to proceed. 

The design plans for Phase II of the Crescent 
Beach project are 80 percent complete, and Mr. Nicholson 
expects it will go out to bid this summer. This is a smaller 
neighborhood, with fewer homes affected and is expected 
to be completed within one year. 

Mr. Nicholson said that once these two projects 
are complete, and projects at Brandt Beach and 
Mattapoisett Neck Road are complete, the Town of

Bless America/ 7 Finance Committee (FinCom) Chairman 
Lee Hayes discussed the town's fiscal outlook for 2002- 
2003 given the current economic climate and warned 
residents that the belt- tightening is going to continue. 

""Major spending is up," Mr. Hayes said. "Since 
the warrant was printed, we've had some changes. We've 
been able to save another $70,000 in the Special Town 
Meeting articles based upon some work from the Sippican 
School Committee. Even with all these changes, we'll 
need the first-ever Proposition 21/2 override to meet 
(our) budget requirements ... we've been inching up to 
that 21/2 cap (for a while). The next four years will really 
mean a continuing struggle to meet our expenses (espe- 
cially with the school building projects)." 

With that, voters considered ARTICLE 1, which 
asked voters to allocate the following compensation to 
pay its elected officials: $4,539 for Board of Selectmen; 
$4,349 for Board of Assessors; $1,678 for Board of Health; 
$16,500 for Town Clerk; $24,630 for Town Treasurer; 
$24,630 for Tax Collector; $220 for Town Moderator 
(Annual Meeting); $146 for Town Moderator (Special 
Meeting). ARTICLE 1 passed via unanimous vote. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to approve 
a $14,145 million General Operating Budget for Fiscal 
Year 2003. 

Town Administrator Julia Enroth- Whitlock noted 
there were some changes from the printed warrant and 
the final values requested on Town Meeting floor due to 
last-minute adjustments. 

Some voters questioned why the town's share of 
the Old Rochester Regional School budget was noticeably 
higher this year. "The amount of the assessment is dic- 
tated by the enrollment in each town," explained School 
Committee member Andrew Jeffrey. "This year, we had a 
17 percent increase in Marion's enrollment, Mattapoisett 
had 11 percent, and Rochester 6 percent. Therefore, we

Another question was posed about the town's 
group insurance carrier. According to Town Clerk Debra 
Blanchette, Marion is compelled to select from among 
carriers provided by the Plymouth County Commission- 
ers. "The Plymouth County (Commissioners) negotiate 
for (the insurance) contract every year/ 7 Ms. Blanchette 
said. "We have ... three different types." 

ARTICLE 2 carried via majority vote. 

Under ARTICLE 3, voters were asked to allocate 
$50,000 to pay the difference between a part-time and full- 
time Fire Chief position. "This article came about because 
Fire Chief Robert Davis announced his retirement," 
Selectman Benjamin Bryant said. "The Board of Selectmen 
strongly supports the need for a full-time Fire Chief (in 
Marion). The Chief oversees a 32-man department. 
$50,000 is there to cover the cost differential between a 
full-time and part-time salary within our budget. Full- 
time salary is estimated at $60,000." With that, ARTICLE 3 
passed via majority and will now require passage on the 
April 26 Annual Town Election ballot. 

Under ARTICLE 4, voters were asked to transfer 
$7,500 from Free Cash for a facilities space needs assess- 
ment for the Police, Fire and EMS departments. "The 
station suffers from a lack of space in all three depart- 
ments," Selectman Al Winters said. "There is no more 
room available. The project will look at a 20-year growth 
potential within the departments." ARTICLE 4 carried 
unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 5, voters were asked to allocate 
$40,000 to construct a small- vessel dock off the existing 
Harbormaster's dock. "This structure is intended for use 
by small vessels such as whalers, skiffs and dinghy s," 
Selectman Bryant said. "It is expected to generate suffi- 
cient revenue to fund itself in five years." ARTICLE 5 
passed via the required 2/3 majority vote.

Under ARTICLE 6, voters were asked to allocate 
$86,000 for engineering services to replace and rehabilitate 
various water tanks in town. ARTICLE 6 passed by the 
required 2/3 majority vote. 

Town Meeting unanimously voted to "pass over" 
ARTICLE 7, which requested an allocation of $200,000 for 
road paving as part of a three-year plan. "We feel we have 
enough money in our current accounts to cover these 
pavings," Selectman Bryant said. The article spurred a 
discussion of the proposed Bike Path project in town by 
resident Carol Sanz. 

"We voted on a plan for Creek Road," Ms. Sanz 
said. "It would be financially irresponsible if (the Board of 
Selectmen) vote to put in a bike path ... I think we should

pave Creek Road (and) spend the money to upgrade the 
road, and then use the leftover money to pay for the other 
roads in town/ 7 

Under ARTICLE 8, voters were asked to transfer 
$23,000 from the Overlay Reserve Fund and $32,000 from 
Free Cash for the tri-annual revaluation of property. The 
article carried via majority vote. 

Under ARTICLE 9, voters were asked to transfer 
$10,800 from Free Cash to provide a fixed asset inventory, 
appraisal software package for the town's accounting 
department. The article carried via majority vote. 

Under ARTICLE 10, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $10.4 million to design and construct municipal 
sewer system extensions for in the homes in the Berry 
Roads, Dexter Beach, and South Converse neighborhoods. 
"These funds are to be repaid by betterments assessed to 
the owners of the properties serviced, and thus the sewer 
extensions will be paid by those who benefit from the 
sewer line/ 7 Selectman Bryant said. "Betterments at this 
point, have been estimated on the high side with a 25 
percent contingency. We need to come back in the fall to 
take a vote on the type of betterment assessed." 

According to Liz Beardsley of Camp, Dresser and 
McKee, the costs will be borne fully by the property 
owners in the new sewer areas. "The whole town was 
looked at to determine sewer needs ... these three areas 
emerged as requiring some sort of wastewater solution," 
Ms. Beardsley said. "The proposed sewer connections 
(will be) about 500 total in three neighborhoods. All three 
areas voted in favor of the project (60 percent and up).

project, we'll have 1,700 of 2,300 (eligible) homes in 
Marion (connected to sewer). We'll start looking into 
(other areas) as soon as we finish with this Town Meet- 
ing/ 7 

Resident Donald Torres asked that the article be 
amended to include that the contractor for the project be 
selected via the competitive bidding process, which was 
approved via majority vote. 

Town Meeting continued to discuss and debate 
the merits of the article for nearly an hour, balancing the 
need to upgrade homes with imperfect or failing septic 
systems with the high betterment costs. "The word that 
we've heard back from the neighborhoods is that they 
understand it's an obligation for them to bear, but it's the 
best solution for these three neighborhoods," Selectman 
Bryant said. 

"The cost just absolutely kills me," countered 
resident Kay Reis. "Then if there's a hurricane like Hurri- 
cane Bob, I'll have to spend $500 for a generator (to run a 
sewer pump)... why doesn't the town just give me an 
eviction notice, it would be much more efficient." 

Resident Joseph Zora Sr. suggested the contract 
work for the sewer tie-ins be done by the town's Depart- 
ment of Public Works (DPW) in order to save money. "As 
a community we can do this together," Mr. Zora said. "We 
have the equipment paid for, we have the manpower who 
can do this job. We could save thousands of dollars and 
get this done. I think you should vote this through tonight 
and they try to save money down the road." 

After Mr. Torres moved the question, Town 
Meeting passed ARTICLE 10 as amended via the required 
2/3 majority vote.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

April 22,2002 
By Mary Redman 

Prior to the opening of the Rochester Selectmen's 
meeting, the Old Colony Regional High School District 
Committee held a joint meeting with the Board of Select- 
men to appoint Betty Thomas as the Rochester delegate to 
this committee. The school committee meeting was then 
adjourned. 

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday April 22 at 7:00 
pm by Chairman Patricia Ryan. Also present were Select- 
man Naida Parker, Selectman Richard Nunes, Executive 
Secretary Veronica Lafreniere and Town Administrator 
James Huntoon. The board first approved the minutes of 
both the April 8 and 16 meetings. 

The first appointment of the evening was a pole 
hearing for Hiller Road. The current proposed plans show 
six poles, one which crosses over to the other side of the 
road in order to save three pine trees. Two of these trees 
are on town property The property owner is requesting 
that the trees remain for privacy reasons. The board 
questioned the health of two of the trees and the visibility 
the owners currently have from their driveway The board 
made a motion to continue the hearing next week with 
new plans showing all the poles on the same side of the 
street with the pines removed. 

Next, the board met with Police Chief William 
Przybylek and the Finance Committee (FinCom) regard- 
ing overtime salaries for police personnel. The Police 
Chief stated the money in the overtime budget will not 
cover the department's needs through the end of the fiscal 
year. The unexpected loss of three officers and another on 
long-term disability had not been considered when the 
budget was submitted. Chief Przybylek feels if nothing 
else unexpected occurs between now and the Annual 
Town Meeting, he will have enough money. 

The board requested the Chief to look at his 
equipment budget and determine how much money can 
be transferred to the salary budget at Town Meeting to

board also questioned how this issue can be addressed so 
it does not become a problem again next year. The board 
agreed to meet with Chief Przybylek again next week. 

At 7:30 pm the board met with the Planning 
Board regarding articles for the Annual Town Meeting 
warrant. Four articles were proposed by the board and 
will be put on the warrant by the Board of Selectmen. The 
fifth article requesting compensation for the Planning 
Board members totaling $7,500 — which would be offset 
by fees — is being put on the Town Meeting warrant by 
the Planning Board and receipt of this article was ac- 
knowledged by the Board of Selectmen. 

The board's final appointment of the evening was 
with the Personnel By-Law Review Committee.

HEARTWORMS 

My dog is coughing. Could she have heartworms? 
Yes, your dog could have heartworms. Although, if she has a blood 
test each year and takes the preventative either daily or once a 
month, it is unlikely. Have your veterinarian examine her and test 
her for heartworms. 

I have heard that dogs that get heartworms are given arsenic. Is that re- 
ally true? 

Unfortunately, yes. Arsenic compounds cause the heartworms to 
die slowly. Heartworms are spaghetti-like worms that live in the 
heart and arteries of the lungs. If all of the worms died at the same 
time, they would clog the arteries to the lungs and kill the dog. 
Which is better, the daily or monthly heartworm preventative? 
For most people, the monthly preventatives are more convenient. 
The daily medications must be given every day or the dog is at risk 
of getting heartworms. There is more of a cushion of safety with 
the monthly preventatives if you miss the correct day of the 
month. 

7s it better to give the monthly medication all year round or is it better to 
discontinue during the winter months? 

Talk to your veterinarian. Many recommend year round preventa- 
tive for a variety of reasons. One of which is that the monthly pre- 
ventative medications help treat intestinal parasites which can be 
acquired throughout the year.

Dirty politics and misconduct in town government are 
alive and well in Mattapoisett. This time, John Haley, the town's 
recreation director has exceeded all boundaries of decency in the 
way he has allowed local politics and favoritism to prevail over 
the well-being and best interests of a bunch of kids wanting a 
fair shake at playing baseball. That's right, BASEBALL. 

What should have been legitimate baseball try-outs for 
Little League were manipulated into something quite the 
contrary. A recent letter sent to the Board of Selectmen by a 
woman whose 10-year-old grandson fell victim to "the rules 
according to John Haley" says it all. The letter described the 
usual poor performance by Mr. Haley we've all witnessed with 
regard to his lack of communication and notification. The letter 
continues to describe how her grandson attended all baseball 
clinics and the all-important "try-outs," only to learn that he 
would not play with boys his own age. The news was much 
more disappointing when it was learned that coaches were 
required to accept players that failed to attend try-outs or the 
clinics. 

The grandmother of this 10-year-old needs to know 
that they are not alone. Others, too, were left out because of 
"Haley's rules." Simply put, Mr. Haley fixed the lists to include 
those who passed the test of "Who you know" and in his graces, 
not how well you play baseball or the effort you demonstrate on 
the field.

More than one coach I spoke with confirmed the 
circumstances I've described and denounced the manner in 
which Mr. Haley manipulates the team selection process. They 
further explain that it has "gone on for years his way" despite

The Scorpion King. Starring The Rock and Michael Clarke 
Duncan. Directed by Chuck Russell. Running time: 94 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

Further proof that the '80s are back: The Scorpion King is 
almost beat for beat identical to the many sword-and-sorcery 
movies we got circa 1982 or so — I'm not even talking Excalibur or 
Conan the Barbarian, I'm talking The Beastmaster and The Sword and 
the Sorcerer. The difference is that those movies were fun; this one 
isn't. And now the conundrum: Do I look back fondly on those 
movies because I was twelve at the time, and am I judging The 
Scorpion King unduly harshly because I'm almost 32 now? Will 
today's twelve-year-olds lookback fondly on The Scorpion King in 
2022? I have to wonder: By then they'll probably stumble across 
it on cable and be like, "Hey, remember this? Remember The 
Rock? Where's he now?" 

Where The Rock is now is at a crossroads between WWF 
wrestler (and, let's shudder to recall, a bestselling author) and 
movie star. Clearly he wants to follow a career track similar to that 
of Arnold Schwarzenegger (though he probably wants to skip the 
equivalents of Last Action Hero and Batman and Robin). The Rock 
has presence and even some range, or at least a cheerful willingness 
to play against his ring persona; I caught a couple of his skits on 
the recent Saturday Night Live he hosted, and ne showed more 
energy than he ever does in The Scorpion King. The movie tries 
way too hard to package him as the next stoic head-cruncher. 

Here he's Mathayus, mercenary warrior, one of the last of the 
Arkadians. One look at Mathayus and his bow in action, and you 
wonder why there are only a handful of his people left; plop him 
into the middle of a Lord of the Rings battle scene and ne could 
probably take care of most of the Ores simply by flexing in their 
direction. In short, he's a hero who's impossible to worry about 
and difficult to care about. Mathayus is out for the blood of 
Memnon (Steven Brand), a master swordsman who has enslaved 
thousands under the pretense of bringing order to a chaotic land. 
Memnon has the help of a sorceress (Kelly Hu) who can see the 
future — she's named Cassandra, cutely enough — and who 
promptly throws in with Mathayus and a comic-relief (read: 
annoying) horse thief (Grant Heslov) against Memnon, who it 
turns out has been forcing her to see the future for him. 




Director Chuck Russell, who used to have some promise 
(rent his Blob remake and A Nightmare on Elm Street 3 sometime), 
has shrewdly cast a bunch of mostly uninspired actors around 
The Rock, the better to make him look less bad. Kelly Hu has not 
one but two emerging-f rom-water-half-naked moments destined 
for the mental playlists of many twelve-year-old boys, and 
obviously hasn't been hired for any particular emoting acumen; 
Grant Heslov fails to be the scuzzy-funny sidekick Kevin J. 
O'Connor was in 1999's The Mummy (more on that in a minute); 
the massive, abyss-voiced Michael Clarke Duncan, as a warrior 
who shows enmity towards Mathayus until the script requires 
him to develop respect for him, does his Michael Clarke Duncan 
thing — standing around and frightening nearby air molecules 
away just by frowning, then tossing in that big goofy grin that's 
as much his trademark as the eyebrow-elevation is The Rock's (he 
deploys the Eyebrow once, hip-deep in a harem). 

The Scorpion King is a spin-off of Stephen Sommers' Mummy 
series; The Rock appeared briefly in The Mummy Returns as the 
Scorpion King, and this movie is meant, I guess, as the beginning 
of a prequel series. (One problem: since we know Mathayus 
eventually becomes the annihilating Scorpion King as seen in The 
Mummy Returns, one of the projected Scorpion King sequels has 
got to have a downer ending.) Chuck Russell, who doesn't seem 
to share Sommers' adolescent glee with action-adventure (he's 
happier making monster movies, I think), stages much of the 
action in a manner that's both hectic and bored; despite its 
whiplash running time, there are quite a few slow spots, never 
more so than when we're asked to believe in The Rock and Kelly 
Hu falling in love. Hell, give me the spirit of Imhotep taking on the 
shape of a sandstorm and chasing soldiers across the desert; that, 
I can more readily accept.

Father (Go) Figure

There's something oddly fixating about watching 
heavy metal rocker Ozzy Osbourne (the black-leather- 
clad "Prince of Darkness," he with a penchant for bat 
heads and former frontman for Black Sabbath) deliver 
fatherly advice to his two understandably confused teen- 
aged children in his meandering, garbled thick English 
accent. 

It's not that he's often completely clueless about what 
to say. (Ozzy to daughter Kelly during one of countless battles 
with her brother: "What do you want me to do about it? 3 ) 
It's not even how dead-on he can be when speaking from 
the heart, either. (Ozzy to son Jack when learning he has 
smoked marijuana: "That stuff will mess you up ... look at 
me! 33 ) 

No, what's truly fascinating and even a bit endear- 
ing is just how typical a father Ozzy really is. Granted, 
most dads don't take off for an extended concert tour for 
several months each year, or decorate the house with 
elaborate crucifixes and demonic regalia. And I don't 
suspect many fathers are prone to using four-letter words 
as their adjectives of choice when discussing anything 
and everything. 

But despite these glaring differences, "Daddy O" is 
really just a normal guy trying to raise a family in the 
best way possible — which means he pretty much stays 
out of everyone else's way and more often than not just 
lets his wife, Sharon, run the house. (Ozzy to Jack com- 
plaining about Kelly: "Go ask your mum! 3 ) 

For the uninitiated, I'm talking about MTV's The 
Osbournes, a reality-TV show with a twist of which I 
have become an immediate fan since its debut. The run- 
away-hit series is part-sitcom, part-documentary, and all- 
engrossing and brings the trials and tribulations of rock 
star Ozzy Osbourne and his nuclear family (wife Sharon, 
daughter Kelly, and son Jack) into living rooms in con- 
centrated, 30-minute segments each week. Think The 
Brady Bunch meets The Real World, with a dash of Survi- 
vor thrown in for good measure and you'll get the idea. 

But Ozzy and Harriet this show ain't. At times, Ozzy 
and Sharon are more concerned about concert schedules 
and t-shirt designs than Kelly using a fake ID to get into 
LA clubs, or why Jack is ordering pizzas at 1:00 in the 
morning. But they do both exhibit a genuine sense of 




affection and pride in their children. (Ozzy during a sur- 
prise birthday party after a grumpy bout of self-pity: "Where 
are the babies? 33 ) 

It's rather strange and unsettling to see Ozzy the Dad 
after having been in awe of albums like Blizzard of Ozz 
and Diary of a Madman and seeing the Bat Man himself 
on stage in his heyday, running and jumping around like 
a maniac. And there's a sweet sadness in watching the 
now-decrepit 50-something rocker (whose past addictions 
to drugs and alcohol have probably added 20 years to his 
appearance and rendered him with noticeable twitches 
and shakes) finding the comforts of home and work as 
his sole vices these days. 

Yet, like a tragic train wreck you can't turn away 
from, there's something oddly compelling about The 
Osbournes. Despite his obvious fame and fortune, Ozzy 
seems more down-to-earth and brutally honest than your 
average rock star (or even your average dad, for that 
matter) and he often readily admits to forgetting things 
or details about his past. 

But as for the present, he's often touchingly lucid. 
(Ozzy to son Jack: "I love you all, I love you more than life 
itself, but you're all ******* mad! 33 ) 

Yep. Typical dad with an average family going off 
the rails on a crazy train. Climb aboard! 
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The Osbournes
